All races and creeds 
are .'•en-cd in these hospit~Tls. Tlicsc 
also maintain 6 clinics in various 
liarts of the city. Public Health 
N'urscs also are provided, through 
the medium of their Health and 
Social Sen-ice Departments to 
vis'.t homes whci-c cjsjs occur. 
Open air schools and summer 
catnps are .nmong the functions o' 
these societies. Virtually all the 
patients do not pay for treatment. 
Th» proceeds of the Seal Cam- 
paign are divided equ.^l'.y among 
them. These c-impa'gr.s wei-c in'ti- 
ated to pcnr.i: th-.s work of the In- 
st- tutcs. aj Tifi! as other Torks.

Different Woods 
Of French Empire 

—iJSHE COMMERCIAL and Indus- 
trial Museum of Montreal has 
on permanent display a collection 
of specimeia of various kinds cf 
wood from the French Colonial 
Empire. Th's is divided into two 
classes, in th; fL-=t o.' which are 
to Ik found woods from different 
French Colonies: Gabun. Came- 
roons. The" Ivorj- Coas:. Madagas- 
car. Guiana and Indo - China. 
Paiticuiarly -(vorthy of note are 
varieties of African mahogany. 
African and Asiatic ebony, violet- 
ebony, rosewood, satinwood, mimo-, 
sa, snakewood, balata, gualacum, 
etc. 

In the second group, the wood is 
dassfied according t>o its use. 
such as for : ply-wood unrolling 
moulding, light cai-pentery, heavy, 
carpentry, staircases, wheelwork. 
cabinet work, woodwork de luxe, 
trenching", special timlierwork. Im- 
plements, heavy cabinet work, ve- 
neering, brush manufaotoiy. and 
toy goods. 

The Couimerclal and Industrial 
Museum, the only one of its kind 
in CTanada, has been louiided on 
the model of the Commej-cal Mu- 
seum of Philadelphia. It poesessc* 
at the present time more than 
20,000 samples of cominercial prod- 
ucts from ail parts of the world, 
several technological and geogra- 
phical collections, as well as ». 
great number of models, in minia- 
ture, of factories and Industrial 
plants. It Is open, not only to 
students of the School who arc 
desirous of jmplcment'ng their re- 
search in technology and econoiiilr 
geography, etc., but al.^o to ir.cm- 
lycr.s ot the general public, and w 
liualness own especially. Jor the 
later will find there much useful 
information, whatever their line of 
bus'Jiess mo y be.

College Sliuieuls Coiii|ielle<l 
To Serve ns l.jnborcri; 

•'During the year's time in whicli 1 
was in Germany, I saw no sort of 
fights, riots or general disturbances," 
ta'd E. W. Steacie, of the Dcp.^rtmcnt 
of Chemistry at McGill, in an address 
at :he Enginccrinf Institute last 
, night. " Hitler is not Itnpopular In 
Germany," he continued, "and 85^ of 
the people there believe that he is the 
onU' man for the leadership^ of the 
: countrj'." 

In order to understand tltc political 
situation today in Germany, the 
speaker said, it Is necessary to con- 
sider the conditions which existed 
J before. - Hitler came tfl power, when 
there was a complete lack of law and 
order and many political miu-ders 
were coannitted in the country. As a 
result, by 1932 wlicn unemployment 
was so great, the people were willing 
-.0 try anything and accepted dicta- 
torship. 

Hitler came to power, and several 
immediate changes resulted. Dr. Stea- 
cic explained, ihe problem of unein-

We criticiK tdtetnturc 
for our toeneifit, ft* a method of dis- 
mission. But oft-en the critic is told 
tha.t lie IS a meddUne nuiawice, Hii 
answer is that criticism Is a pleasur- 
able interest in itself. His greatMt 
fault is that he sometimes foreets that 
he shouW do more than ^toj, find fault, 
for no wort of art. is pBifeek;,:'aiid thus 
the pood must be appraised against 
vhe bad. 

Examine Himself 

The first duty of the critic is to es- 
aminc himself and to find vhat type 
of stimulants affect his responses. He 
should try to avoid shajn and personal 
likes and dlsUfccs. Criticism corres- 
psnds Mth man's instinct to schema- 
tise. This generalization has its pen- 
alties, as lor example, the Scotch re- 
viewers who made fools of themselves 
in discussing Shelley. These judp* the 
poet by the use of age-old çreneraliza- 
tions. -which they had oome to regard 
as set rules. 

Our main difficuK.T ;n establish- 
inc a standard, but as every work of 
art -i£ a unique thmg, this task is al- 
most impossible. Tix common prac- 
tioe, however, is to acoept the best of 
any type of -Bork as the standard. This 
system has many failings. Tor instance 
in tragedy, vita Shakespeare as the 
standard, Greek tragedy is poor, and 
vice ■\'eraa. NeverthelesB, we do need 
some rules in criticism. In Litersture, 
they are generally based upaa past 
experiences, but again we must reaiite 
thai these experiences may be altered 
at &n.v moment. Tne best criterion is 
Ù1C compciriion between our reactions 
to a work of literature and our re- 
actions from life. 

Xolstoi >io Critic 

Reverend Lawrence Cjai*, chairman 
of the meeting, ioUowed Mr. Dobrees 
lecture ■Rlth a j*iort comment on Leo 
Tolstoi. The writer has failed as a 
critic because of his weeping aside 
works of literature, thinking that he 
'Was so doing from the point of vieu- 
of an, but really through his sense of 
moralit.v. Hit intense prejudice elim- 
inates ruiri as 'a. true spirK.

Europe. But these two countries arc 
slm'lar in this respect: that they have 
I both passed through pericds of unrest 
in the p:isk and that, in the future, 
'nslaijllity of government I.s foreseen. 
Fascism in Italy 

He then traced the history of Pa.s- 
c.'sm ill ftaiy from 1915 to the e.stab- 
iishmcnt of Mussolini. Fa.sc'.sm arose 
primarily as a result, of tho World 
War. rtaly ^as reluctant. f» fi?ht. and 
'the results c&nvinr.ed them that their 
part in tiic war, was fruitless. For ftaiy 
the war wa.s inglorious, and it brough'.

Fascism, which brought Italy into 
war, was establi^'ned as a power In ■

ijroiizh , M\ 3 general .strike. The ' 
army and the police sided with the 
strikers and Pasc'sm became supreme 
by its pol'cy of tarrorUm. 

.AfiissolinI Premier 

In 1922 Mii-ssollnl was elected Pre-, 
mier. And the .struggle axalast Fas- 
tl.sm failed becau.sc the U.rvji a^ain.st
